Dr.MacIntosh 
Reveals Status 
Of Pre-Meds* 



Discusses 
Difficulties^ 
Of Admission 



Many of the problems that have 
troubled Pre-Medical students were 
clarified yesterday when Dr. Mac- 
intosh spoke to the Pre-Medical 
Society. His subject wa5; ""Methods 
Used in the Acceptance of Medical 
Students". 

He stated that in recent years the 
method of selection had changed 
due to the large number of applica- 
lions received. The reason for this 
is due to the fact that the U.S. 
economy (and to a lesser extent our 
own) had become more stabilized. 
The opportunities of making a suc- 
cess had considerably decreased and 
therefore a larger number of people 
had taken to the professional occu- 
pations. About 7,500 students place 
around 15,000 applications each year 
and because of these multiple ap- 
plications McGill ha'd become an in- 
ternational school. 

The selection is narrowed still 
further in Uiat McGill is situated 
where a small section of the popu- 
lation Is English-speaking, If Mc- 
Gill students were .acccpled entire- 
ly there would iseion'be a great sur- 
plus of English-speaking doctors in 
this province. The selection of 
candldatcse is based primarily upon 
two qualifications academic and 
non-academic. ' The latter include 
age. sex,'fihanec, health, personal- 
ity and aptitude. 

It is. Important that a student be 
mature and emotionally stable be- 
fore entering medical college. The 
age at which a student is mature 
varies witJi individuals but the av- 
erage ago of a student entenng 
medical schooMs 21. However a 
student should not be too old as 
his ability to cope with the heavy 
course may be considerably less- 
ened. He must also be without fi- 
nancial worries. This has been (he 
downfall of many students in. the 
past who found themselves In dif- 
ficulty and the consequent worry- 
ing brought disaster.- Health is also 
important. 

Personality is a vital factor in 
that medical people must spend 
their lives In contact with others, 
particularly those of their own pro- 
fession. This and aptitude consti- 
tute some of the more basic factors 
of acceptance. 

Dr. Mcintosh stated that more 
emphasis should be placed on the 
cultural aspects as there is little 
opportunity for studying .these .sub- 
jects after graduation. 

The president of the society, 
Frank Stccn, announced that there 
will be no society gathering jmtii 
after the Xmns vacation, probably 
the third week in January.

To Be Aided 
By New Bill 

In a meeting last night at the 
Ritz-Carlton Hotel, Dr. Heagarty 
outlined a newly proposed Health 
Insurance Bill. This bill Is soon to 
be presented before Parliament at 
Ottawa. 

Dr. Heagarty before his discus- 
sion of the bill emphasized that it 
was divided into two parts, (1) pub- 
lic' health, (2) medical treatment. 
If this, bill is passed, it will be the 
duty of :the government. to main- 
tain national health, 'and provide 
free medical treatment. 

It is often a surprise to Cana- 
dians, Dr. Heagarty stated, that 
there arc a number of diseases re- 
garded by. most people as wiped out 
v/hich are still, evident in Canada. 
The worst of these is Bubonic 
Plague carried by rodents which it 
is constantly necessary to suppress.

"There are more 
English students studying in the 
prison camps in Germany than in 
English universities," he-sUted. He 
concluded .with, an appeal to stU' 
dents to support conscientiously the 
coming LS.S. financial drive.

Junior Prom 

Tonight a large number of McGill slu- 
dénls will attend the annual Junior Prom 
at the Sir .\rthur Curric Memorial gj'm- 
nasium. No doubt some people will raise 
their eyebrows, and ask why students are 
allowed to fritter away time and money, 
while others arc shedding their blood on 
the field of battle. They will consider that 
any such affair is_ an abuse of the privilege 
which 'stt^iubjenjoy, and which allows 
them to r&moin-in the university. 

This reasoning is rather fallacious, but 
it ib sufficiently widespread to necessitate 
comment and clarification in the student 
press. Perhaps peopio with the anti-enter- 
tainment mentality would be better able to 
appreciate the position of university stu- 
dents if they were studying today. They 
would find the university a vastly differ- 
' enfc place than it was before the war. The 
spirit of the carefree supplemental writer 
is no longer in existence. Every liberty 
which a student allows himself is balanced 
against a possible loss of study time, for if, 
he is to remain in the university, he must 
pass in all subjects. 

This pressure of the inevitable "notice 
medical examination" may be attributed 
by some to a craven fear of the draft, but 
we believe that the student is sufficiently 
clearsighted and patriotic to prefer the 
path which is prescribed by his govern- 
ment which has the interests of the nation 
at heart, than the course indicated by the 
prejudiced "flag-waver," whose, opinions 
and information are limited:. by personal 
tastes, education and environment. 

The presence of the Canadian Army 
Course students on the campus is r further 
assurance that the undergraduate is fully 
justified in remaining at university, for if 
the government sees fit to send potential 
officer material to the university for a 
course of eight months duration in sub 
jects which are parallel to, and in some 
instances the same, as those which he is 
taking, he is doing à publio service by fit- 
ting himself either technically or sociologi- 
cally for the successful prosecution of the 
war and of the post-war reconstruction and 
rehabilitation. 

In any case, since the continuation of 
a gruelling course of studies, under condi- 
tions which are anything but compatible 
with assurance and peace of mind, has 
béen his chèicè; should the studènt be lim- 
ited in the scope of his social pleasures? 
We feel that the limitation which is im- 
posed by the very extent of these studies 
is sufficient, and that any entertainment 
facilities which are available should be 
utilized to the utmost. 

For these reasons, we arc grateful to 
the Junior Prom Committee for the work 
which they have done in organizing the 
dance for the students of McGill. .We hope 
fliluyatM has a good time. 



The Moral Interpretation 



of Historv 



This i3 the jouTth in a scriet of articles by 
members o/ the Student Christian JUovement, 
but it not confined to the social aspect of our 
Chriitian faith. 

It Is an historical fact that throughout 
history in times of national or international 
crises, many people have loolted forward 
to a better 'world at tho conclusion of the 
turmoil and suffering. The record of hla- . 
tory also shows that such aspirations did 
not always materialize. Hie cauae of , the 
failure has been interpreted In several 
ways, depending on whether the historian 
is writing from a political, social or eco- 
nomic point of view. 

Since today these three ways have be- 
come the commonly accepted waya of Inter- 
preting history, wc hear each In turn 
"blasting forth" as to how we must bring 
In the better world after World War II. 
And so today we find physicians from all 
sides diagnosing . the ills of the world in' 
terms of political, aocial or eeonotnlc mal- 
adjustment. Tho claim of this article la 
that the^e diagnoses, while they may be 
right as far as they go, arc by no means 
complete. The stress will be laid upon 
the Amos'a and Ualah'a whose moral inter- 
pretation of history has been so often 
ignored, yet have proven to bè correct. 

The time has come (indeed it has always 
been), when we must seek to understand 
history in terms of its moral and spiritual 
significance. The explanation of human 
nature aa expounded by the humaniata, 
psychologists and sociologists of the past 
generation, has not fully satisfied manlcind. 
In failing to recognize (or in completely 
Ignoring) the Divine In human nature, they 
have b^en beating their heads against a 
wall, wbieb^has only brought headaches 
and not peace of mind. If we can only tee 
a post-war world as the coordination of the 
social sciences within the political or eco> 
nomic field, then the "battering ram of 
Assyria", will return to remind us that the 
perfection of mankind comes through in- 
ward transformation, not outward legisla- 
tion. If we cannot build our civilization on 
a moral and spiritual foundation, then that 
civilization will be destroyed, either with 
attack from without or through decay from 
within, or a combination of both. This can 
be proven through the moral interpretation 
of history and the following are a few 
examples which; because of lack of space, 
are sketchily indicated. 
First, the early Babylonian empire which 
reached a certain height of perfection under 
' Hammurabi about 2,000 B.C. With what 
technical knowledge then possessed, they 
built magnificent buildings and fine cities. 
But with tbe desire to make life more 
comfortable, came the concomitants ot ease 
and luxury. Material satisfaction super- 
seded everything else and the civilization 
which once possessed the great laws of 
Hammurabi, disappeared. 

Next, the nation of Israel which reached 
its peak in the reigns of David and Solo- 
mon. Yet "Solomon In all his glory" had 
sown the seeds of decay. There arose a 
commercial class which despised the small 
honest labourer, "built houses of hewn 
stone, lay upon beds of Ivory, drank wine 
from bowls, told. the poor for a pair of 
aboet, and worshipped Molech and Chlun", 
Amos and Isaiah, who knew their "mani- 
fold transgressions" and "mighty sins"

C0NSERVAT0RIII1»! CONCERT 

Yesterday afternoon the McGill Conserva 
torium of Music presented the second of two 
concerts by candidatès for the Local Centre 
Examinations who obtained highest marks in 
their gradés. Young Marvin Rosenhek opened 
the program with the Scherzo In F for piano 
by A. E. Muller, playing pleasantly and with 
some skill. Alfredo Masella's performance ol 
a Seitz Violin Concerto which followed was 
far better than his Elementary Grade category 
would Imply; Sona Pecmanova was the capable 
accompanist Next was Joyce Rawlins, High 
est Grade pianist, with the opening movement 
of tho Italian Concerto of Bach; Miss Rawlins 
played earnestly and well, yet lacked clarity 
both of notes and of musical sense. ' 

Jean Charles Lafontainc, accompanied per 
haps a little loudly by Peter . Heller: .at .the 
piano, showed very wide ability In the Brahms 
Clarinet Sonata in E flat; his tone was good 
and his phrasing for the most part excellent, 
and his understanding of the music was com- 
pletely evident ' Barbara-Ann McDougall, 
though only in the Elementary Grade of piano 
instruction, surprised with admirable musician- 
ship in a Bourrée by J. Joseph. Violinist Cath- 
erine Laidlow followed with the first movement 
of the Vivaldi' Concerto in A minor; though she 
slightly marred her tone by over-heavy bowing, 
her technique was impressive and pleasing, and 
she will be a good violinist if ambition carries 
her that far. . 

Joan Howies was next, showing promise in 
a Handel Sarabande and Variation. Then came 
Dorcne Marshall, Peterson Scholar In Slhglng, 
in Handel's 'The birds no more will sing" and 
Brahms' "My dear one's mouth is like tho 
rose"; Miss "Marshall has good stage presence 
and a nice musical style, yet her. tones were 
perhaps a little harsh and occasionally forced; 
one felt that this was not tbe best performance 
of which she is capable. 

The versatile Miss Pecmanova returned to 
the stage for a very fine pianoforte demonstra- 
tion In Schubert's A flat Impromptu; the word 
versatile is used advisedly, since. Miss Pec' 
manova is in addition the Consèrvatorlum's 
Macdonald Scholar in Violin. She returned 
again almost immediately to accompany Ada 
Grovcr in two movements of the Nardlni Violin 
Sonata in E minor, a difficult piece which re- 
quires a better tone and a surer technique 
than Miss Grover was able to give It And to 
th.is eminently latlsfaictoiy, series came; to an

.ARCHITECTURE 

Its Purpose and Its 
Social Significance

H. Peter Oberlander 



If wo ask Messrs. Smith to supply ut with 
beautiful chairs and tablet, he would not allow 
any Individual workman to make a complete 
chair or table and be responsible for it The 
designing of Mr. Smith's furniture is done in a 
drawing office. The draughtsmen are not re- 
sponsible even"for the design. They arc paid to 
draw what Mr. Smith's experience ahows him 
most saleable. Competition to obtain the buy- 
er's favoiur is not between furniture designers 
as to which can design the best furniture, but 
between salesmen at to which can most suc- 
cetifully tickle the fancy of buyers who have 
no standards by which to Judge the quality of 
anything. They are at the mercy of lying ad- 
vertisement and the luer of snobbery. So it Is 
in all trades. Art which comes with making 
things wai not understood and a creative in- 
difference towards everyday things of humble 
origin was thb order of the day. 

Architects today— and for that matter all 
artists of tho contemporary school— go back to 
elementary and basic ideas In order to solve 
problems for which history has no precedents. 
He Is faced with new problems and must go 
back to elementary and basic Ideas In ap- 
proaching new projects. He avoids precon- 
ceived ideas and takes nothing for granted. 

For the compromise ot leaving off the 
period ornament, but retaining the academic 
formulea by no means produces modern archi- 
tecture. 

From the Pyramid of Cheops to the interior 
of houses by fry, Gropius or Wright beauty 
and sublimity in architecture have never dC' 
pended upon carving and ornament Mass, pro- 
portion, scale, unity, light and shade and colour 
all these things spring naturally out of the very 
nature of the thing to be made, these things are 
for tho architect of today his ends and means. 

Architecture thus is essentially a matter of 
form and requires thorough knowledge and un 
derstanding of tbe purpose of the particular 
structure and the material which make up the 
form; colour and texture complement; it The 
architect and the designer In ' understanding 
the purpose, tho material and its technique ap 
preaches his problem scientifically and reaches 
at an objective solution. Economy of material, 
method;, labour and effort are the dictating 
factors,' he tries to create the maximum with 
the minimum. The contemporary architect's 
approach to life and living is a progressive 
one, his viewpoint objective. He does not com- 
promise against his better knowledge, he is not 
preoccupied with complicated forms which 
have nothing to do virith tbe tpeclfic problem 
at hand. Strength and ttability of our buildings 
today do not depend on massive walls and 
heavy materials, the delicate frame structure 
took its place. And every -part in it, is working, 
not a single unit is idle or tuperflous. Today 
we are cpncemed with thin enclosed spaces 
and volumes, buildings are essentially hollow, 
based on regularity and order. Discipline in 
modern architcelure reigns supreme as it did 
throughout all times in good buildings. The 
geometric relationship of objects with regard to 
a fixed plane and axis form the archltcetttral 
composition of our period to our "style". "Stylo 
is the perfect adaptation of the means of ex- 
pression to the idea ... It results from tho 
cose of expression. . , . Style, as understood in 
modern architecture, is essentially a social 
symbolism." Roger FTy formulated that state- 
ment more than twenty years ago. 

The comnicrcial buildings of tho United 
States are not merely monuments to money- 
making society; they express a new world point 
of view which approver of business and trade 
as necestary for a tound 'economIcÂorder. in 
many older sodetlet an arlttocratlc' contempt 
for all types of economic activity has prevented 
the development of commercial buildings as a 
part of architecture. The factory expresses a 
phase, of Industrial life which la not reflected 
In anjrfother type of building. This contempor- 
ary structure requires perhaps more taste, for 
It it ttlll bare of clinging ivy and historic asso- 
ciations. Their tpccUcular dignity and beauty 
dlrecUy follows from their square funcUonal 
llnet unweakened by inappropriate ornamenta- 
Uon. They express the aplrit of a working com- 
munity, banded together under the leadership 
of the engineer and the industrialist In the vast 
army of production. 

Tlie rectangular block or tho parallclopipcd, 
the cylinder, the hemisphere, the pyramid and' 
the prism, these are the forms characterizing 
our social and economical structure. The con- 
Unuous struggle of Individualism vcrius com- 
munity spirit finds its manifestation in their 
Interplay. They are indeed most expressive and

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Letter Forum 



Wednesday, Nov. 24th, 1943. 
To the Editor, McGlU Dally. 
Dear Sir: 

There appeared in yesterday's 
Daily a letter signed by three of 
my Muslim friends in which they 
denied the truth of certain state- 
ments which I made in a talk on 
Mohammedanism in West Africa. 

I am sorry that none of the sig- 
natories of the letter was present at 
my talk, the purpose of which was 
to give members of the Student 
Christian Movement an understand- 
ing of some aspects of the faith and 
practice of Muslims in West Africa. 
I feel I am somewhat qualified to 
deal with the topic because I grew 
up in a family which was Moham- 
medan in part and I have . two 
uncles who bear the title of Alhajlj 
by virtue of their having madiT'the 
pilgrimnge to Mecca. Under these 
circumstances I acquired à fair 
knowledge of the Koran, with the 
teachings of which book, it would 
appear, my. accusers are familiar 
only in a vague sort of way. 

On the questions of non-Muslims 
entering a mosque: As the mosque 
is mentioned only once in the 
Koran, and that In à context not 
relevant to our question, it appears 
that this practice would differ in 
different parts of the world. My 
friends and accusers, come from 
thti island of Trinidad, and the very 
fact of the Muslim community there 
being a decidedly uhlnfluentlal 
minority might well temper its 
practice. The potential danger to a 
non-Muslim, to which I referred, is 
certainly not unique In my part of 
the world and in oUier places 
where Muslims are influential and 
powerful 

My explanation of the reason for 
the fast being held throughout the 
month ot Ramadan, which on ac- 
count of its* being a lunar month 
would cover most ot the year in 
any average lifetime, I owe to tbe 
learned Muslim Fodes, Karomokos 
and Alkalis at home. 

Now for the most important ques- 
tion of the place of women, in the 
Mohanunedan religion. As' I told 
mx liearers, Mli^lnis ars to 1» emu- 



lated In their faithful practice of 
tho basic concept of brotherhood 
of oil Muslims, as enunciated In tho 
Koran, as well as for their sense of 
justice, their charity to the poor, 
the aged and to women, whether 
these latter are free or slave. But 
this does not, however, detract from 
the Koranic teaching that women 
have no Intrinsic place in the Mo- 
hanunedan religion, and cannot 
hope to enter the Moslem paradise 
in theiç own.rlght .- 

I regret the error liT the report ot 
my talk which sUtcd that women 
are not admitted to heaven, because 
I t(j^ of my own grandmother who 
clung tenaciously to her Muslim 
faith and practice on the hope of 
entering paradise under the follow- 
hig condition permitted In the 
Koran. I quote from Chapter XIII, 
section lii, on righteousness and its 
rc^vards. Sura No. 23: "And those 
who are constant seeking the pleas- 
ure of the Lord, and keep the stated 
times ot prayer, end give alms . . . 
the reward of these shall be para- 
dise, garden ot eternal abode which 
they.rtaU^ter along with any of 
thetf^wlvi»!;!'. . who have acted up- 
rightly." Chapter XL, verse 8, also 
repeats in almost the same words 
this concession to faithful wives 
who might enter paradise as "de- 
pendents" of their husbands. 

I need only now quote two other 
passages from the Koran, which 
clearly picture paradise In terms 
which leave no doubt as to who the 
lawful inhabitants of paradise will 
be. Chapter LII, sura 20, speaking 
of those who shall enter paradise, 
"the pious shall dwell amidst gar- 
dens and pleasures'. . . leaning on 
couches, disposed in rows, and we 
will espouse them unto vbrgins with 
large black eyes." And Chapter II 
(Al Bakara, the Cow), sura 25, de- 
scribes paradise thus: "And convey 
good news to those who believe, 
ond do good deeds; they shall have 
gardens watered by rivers, so often 
as they eat of the fruits thereof for 
sustenance they shall say, this is 
what wc have formerly eaten of, 
and they shall be supplied with 
jevcral sorts of fruit having a mu-

warned them what would befall their civil- 
ization. They listened not and with their 
captivity came the inevitable national 
doom. 

Of the classical period ol Greek civiliza- 
tion we all know. What was behind the 
wars which caused her decline? We read 

that Socrates and Pinto warned them of the 
desire only to satisfy the .sensual cravings 
of the human body, and of the neglect to 
train the mental and the spiritual. But 
they destroyed Socrates, ignored Plato and 
suffered the consequential lapse in their 
civilization. 

Tiio bcfi c.\amp!c of all is that of Rome, 
whose moral factors in her decline .-.re 
almost imiversally recognized. There, ease 
and lu.\ury, corruption and immorality, dc- 
ftroycd the lifeblood of a great civilization. 

Fiiiiilly. our Western civilization which 
■■ippearL to have reached its classical period 
;n the 19th century, for no other century 
did produce many great writers, poets, 
musicians, scientists, inventors and other 
great men. At the turn of the century, 
science began to usurp the throne of re- 
ligion and promised to redeem the world. 
Imperialism and matcrialbm were the 



order of the day. It resulted in World War 
I in which we learned nothing, and from 
which we ruihed ahead in our own wild 
way .whether in motor car. at the race- 
tracks or on the stock cxclianse. It has 
produced a generation, 1) of sceptics, 
atheists and independent demagogues; 2) 
whose mental development after school age 
(or even university) doesn't get beyond the 
Detective Magazine or True Story; 3) whose 
social enjoyment is found in beer-partics, 
night-club.'!, juke-Joints, and promiscuous 
friendshipi; 4) whose spiritvinl develop- 
ment (if any) ceases with Sur.dny Sthnol, 
to whom Sunday means nothing and whose 
god is materialism, 

A world at war which is the partial 
result of the above, has revealed to some 
how ephemeral and insecure arc .<uch 
things and how vain is our hope for a 
better world if .-uch moral decay must 
continue. General Giraud in his memor- 
andum on France's fall, has cited each of 
these four things as the real cause of 
France's quick collapse.

For the shooting after the holi- 
days the C.O.T.C. is trying to get 
special rifles which will be used 
only by those shooting the D.C.R.A. 
practices and matches. These will 
also be Cooeys, but they may be 
equipped with a sling, and they 
will be much more satisfactory if 
not used by the wholo C.O.T.C. for 
their T.O.E.T.'s. 

As ' mentioned in the Daily on 
Thursday, regular and punctual at- 
tendance is urged and this also ap- 
plies to the meeting on Monday.

The for- 
mer Ottawa Rougbrider led the 
Airmen almost single-handedly to 
the Q.R.F.U. championship, and 
played his greatest game in the 
Eastern Canada Finals H'hen his 
team lost to the Hamilton Wildcats 
last week. 

Another > player who polled a 
heavy vote' was' young Doug Har- 
vey, star ■ kicker for the Navy. 
Coach Ray Che&lcy. who tutored 
Harvey while at West Hill' rates 
him equal to Gordon Nosewort))y, 
former Big Four star. Harvey is a 
high-powered punter and averaged 
about 50 yards a kick in every 
game, winning the "most valuable 
player to his team" award. 

The backfielder who made the 
All-Star team mainly on his run- 
ning ability was little Joey Rich- 
ntan of the Air Force.

Another selectee from the Ver- 
duji Grads is Ted Edwards, an out- 
standing player all season. The 



dogged speedster suffered from old 
injuries and as a result slowed up 
this year, but sUU had enough left 
to be voted an All-Star.'He Is also 
in expert placc-kicker, and often 
uses this ability to great advantage, 

One of the defensive standouts of 
the season was Eric Fleet of the 
Airmen. Shifted from the backfield 
to snap, he held his ground tena- 
ciously against the toughest line 
crashers, and time and again would 
sense the opponents' plays and 
break up their formations. 

George Hall, another Airman, was 
a trojan on the line. He has the 
rare power of brushing aside op 
ponents, and Is also a hard tackier. 
He was alert on every play and a 
great ball hawk. . ' \ 

Another Airman on the line is big 
Benny Steck, whom Bill Hughes 
considers one of the best linemen 
in Eastern Canada. Formerly with 
the Montreal Big Four team' and 
last year's champion Toronto Hur- 
ricanes, Ben is heady, alert. ahd oh 
the offensive is a powerful plunger. 

On the coveted team mainly for 
his place-kicking ability is Fred 
Lamoureux of the Airmen. Very 
rarely did he miss a convert, and 
was also a stalwart performer on 
the line. * 

Tiio last but not least of the Air 
Force Aces is Art Lewis, a six-foot 
end who proved an ideal target for 
forward i>asses all season. Besides 
being a star receiver, he was par» 
Ucularly rugged en the defence. 

The lone McGiU player to make 
the All-Star squad is Johnny Dixon, 
hard-driving middle. . The high- 
velocity lineman paced McGill to 
its only .victory of the campaign 
against the Amy with his two 
touchdowns: whenever he carried 
the ball he 'was like a reaper run- 
ning through a grain field. 

On the other end of the line is 
Hughle Adrian of the Verdun team, 
whose career in football has been 
very brilliant. He was a star per- 
former on many local {earns and 
didn't seem to lose any of his for- 
mer class this year.

Begun' by a few enthusiàslié 
individuals the club has swelled to 
remarkable proportions with new 
members joining all the time, and 
expect to have sort of competition 
this year, perhaps as part of the As- 
sault-at-Arms. The boxers also arc 
planning qiute a bit of activity for 
the future, hoping to put on a few 
bouts at the M.AJV.A. Club at the 
beginning of next month, and con- 
tinuing with these small meets next 
term to give the boys some exper- 
ience in actual ring warfare. 

The big feature for next term 
will be the Athletic-Social Night on 
February 4. A basketball team from 
Middlcbury. Vt., is scheduled to 
play the McGill seniors at the Gym- 
nasium, while on other parts of the 
floor Boxing, Wrestling, and Fenc- 
ing bouts will be held as well as 
a Judo exhibition. Afterwards there 
will be dancing to the music of one 
of the better local orchestras. The 
idea is based on a series of Satur- 
day Night programs that have been 
held with outstanding success at the 
University of Toronto, and if this 
one turns out as successful they 
will probably b'ecome a regular fea- 
ture next year. In any case plans 
for the evening arc under way al- 
ready, and according to the chair- 
man of the committee in charge, 
"AthleUc Night should be one of 
the highlights of the college social 
season."

The University stu- 
dents, having studied more, can 
judge the - situation more clearly, 
and thiy reslst-'all thcy can and by 
all niélins'avairabte. They are defi- 
nitely anti-Nazi, anti-collaboration- 
ist and anli-Petain. Their aim Is 
that of regaining liberty, and to 
get it back they ' will even go as 
far as revolution.- '

the' Nazis, and our knowledge that 
they are even arrested as hostages 
proves the ^uth of the sUtement 
Lately, one nfay have heard that the 
Creuzo factories were to stop their 
acUvlties for an indefinite length 
of time; the real reason for this is 
that French studenU blasted the 
transformers at that important 
plant at Chalon sur Saone.
